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for hearing therein at the regular March term thereof,
for the year 1881, as already provided by law, shall be
continued for hearing or disposal at such adjourned
day, and the jurors already summoned for such regular
March term shall be and remain the jurors for sucb
term, and shall attend as such without further notice
at the aforesaid adjourned day.

SectioN 4. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage.

CHAPTER 127.

AN ACT to authorize the town of Kewaunee to build and
maintain a bridge across Kewaunee river,

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate
and assembly, do enact as jfollows :

SecrioN 1. The town board of supervisors of the
town of Kewaunee, in the county of Kewaunee, is
bereby authorized to build and maintain a bridge across
the Kewaunee river, to commence at the foot of Main
street, in the village of Kewaunee, on the south side of
said river, to a highway on the north side of said river,
the said highway running on the section line between
sections seventeen (17) and eighteen (18), township
twenty-three (23) north, of range twenty five (25) east.

SectIoN 2. It shall be the duty of said town board
of supervisors, when said bridge is completed, to keep
the same in good repair, and to keep at all seasons of
navigation, sufficient manual force to open and close the
same, 80 as to admit the passage of vessels and other
water crafts with the least possible delay.

SecTION 3. The funds necessary to build and main-
tain said bridge shall be raised by taxation upon all the
taxable property in the said town of Kewaunee, to be
levied and collected as other taxes in said town are
levied and collected: provided, however, that the
question of raising money to build said bridge be sub-
mitted to a vote of the qualified electors of said town:
at the annual town meeting to be held in April, 1881,
as provided in subdivision seven of section seven hun-
dred and seventy-six of the revised statutes.

SectioN 4. This act shall take effect and be in
force from and after its passage and publication.
